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REMARKS 

Claims 1-2, 21, 24-25, 31 and 34-36 are pending in this appUcation. By diis Amendment, 
claims 21, 24 and 31 are amended. 

AppUcant maintains that all claims are allowable for at least the reasons set forth in the 
response filed June 7, 2006. That is, die appUed references do not teach or suggest all the 

features of each of the independent claims.
